One faction, which ie getting 
increasingly larger, now no longer considers Subject as its 
chief and has replaced bin by his collaborator ex-minister 
Vaslle IA5IHSC11I (qv). Subject's conduct has also caused 
an unpleasant impression among his Spanish adirirers and has 
diminished the friendly feelings he used to enjoy in the Ftlange . 

Source reported in July «55(0IlM6l9O) that Subject was allegedly 
living at Fregene, Italy in Tvonne UEfr'C.lK EI.IJ ' s villa. 

Source endeavored to confirm Subject's being in Italy, but Source : ^ 3* 

although rumors in emigre circles were to the latter effect, 
no confirmation could be made. iffiHCHLKSUJ positively affirmed 
that Subject did not stay in her villa during the sumaer.
